I^ffiSTIMG-  OF  ASSOCIATION  OF  SOUTHEHN  AGRICULTURAL  WORKERS 
Lexington,  Kentucky,  February  I5  to  IJ,  inclusive. 


Three  years  -s-go  t-t  the  meeting  oF  tne  Associc^tion  oF  Southern 
Agricultural  Workers  in  Birmingham,  Alctbc^iiB,,  a special  meeting  oF  the 
ph^^topa,thologists  and  horticulturists  WcS  held  For  the  purpose  oF 
remanding  up  so-ue  oF  tne  proolems  relci^tive  to  the  sweet  potexto  industry. 

Out  oF  this  has  gro/^n  the  orge^nization  oF  a horticulturo,!  section  oF 
the  association. 

Two  sessions  oF  tne  horticulture^  section  ^vere  neld  during  the 
recent  iueeting  at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  one  jointly  with  the  phyto- 
pathologists anu  the  other  oF  the  horticulturists  c^lone  in  which  two 
progTo-ms  Vi/ere  combined  covering  investigational  ana  extension  suDjects. 

The  general  sessions  01  the  association  were  of  special  interest 
and  the  papers  presented  were  F^oll  of  splendid  s-iuggestions  and  reports. 

The  address  of  the  President,  Prof.  Ban  T.  Gray,  on  the  subject  of  the 
"Ideal  ii-d-idnistrative  Officer,"  was  most  excellent  and  while  for  the 
most  part  in  the  "lighter  vein,"  it  contained  some  very  "high  protein" 
food  For  thought. 

In  the  joint  session  of  the  horticulturists  with  the  phyto- 
pathologists the  following  subjects  were  given  special  attention: 

"Sweet  Potato  Storage  in  Louisiana,"  by  M,  Hull,  Extension 
S^  e cr  al  r ^ t . 

"F'urther  ObserVabions  on  Sweet  Potato  Storage  in  Ala'0a.m,  " by 
Prof.  G.  C.  Star Cher. 

"Receiit  Progress  on  Sweet  Potato  Storage  Problems,"  by 
L.  L.  Harter,  Vikshington,  B,  C. 

These  papers,  together  with  the  discussions  that  followed  brought 
out  the  fact  that  there  is  still  much  to  be  learned  relative  to  the 
factors  governing  the  successful  storage  of  sweet  potatoes,  'but  that  in 
the  EQain,  the  methods  now  recommended  by  the  Federal  Department  and  the 
states  are  sound  and  the  greatest  danger  lies  in  the  use  of  so  called 
patented  processes  and  the  departure  from  established  proven  methods. 

The  vvcrkers  in  the  Various  states  report  a large  number  of  storage 
houses,  especially  of  the  Saialler  or  farm  type,  having  been  'built  during 
tne  past  year.  They  also  report  a more  satisfactory  attitude  toward  the 
3..tension  work  on  tne  part  of  commercial  sweet  potato  storage  men  and 
that  tne  majority  of  the  commercial  plants  are  now  being  operated  accord- 
ing to  tne  lines  laid  down  by  tne  state  and  Federal  specialists. 

During  tne  research  session  a paper  was  read  by  Prof.  J.  R.  Cooper, 
Horticulturist  of  tne  Arkansas  Station  upon  the  "Nutrition  of  Fruit  Trees," 
Prof,  Cooper  gave  tne  res'olts  of  vwork  being  conducted  in  the  state  and 
told  of  the  methods  enployed. 

"Root-rot  ^nd  Otner  Troubles  in  Growing  He-d  Lettuce,"  waS  the 
title  of  a paper  oy  Prof.  A.  J.  Onley  of  tne  Kentucky  station. 

"Investigations  v>/ith  MusCadine  Grapes,"  was  tne  title  of  a very 
interesting  paper  aelivered  by  Mr.  Charles  Bearing.  Mr,  Bearing  Called 
attention  to  tne  enoru.ou3  possicili vies  in  tne  proauction  of  grape  juice, 
^ellies  w.na  otner  proaucts  from  the  i/iuscaaine  type  of  grape  vvnich  is  so 
.<ej.l  adapted  to  growing  in  the  greater  part  of  tc.e  sout.— rn  stw.tes.  Tne 
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results  ths.t  hs^ve  teen  octccined  in  working  out  a proper  system  of  pruning 
J/iascc^dine  grc.pes  were  illustrated  by  Mr.  Dec^ring.  By  this  system  ci  portion 
of  each  vine  is  renewed  every  yocir  so  tho-t  it  mc^y  be  kept  in  on  cj,ctive  pro- 
ducing^ condition,  Mr.  Bec^ring  showed  how  the  nunaling  of  the  products  of  tiB 
'nscedine  dr«.pe  no-s  been  .iude  a comLsrcictl  possioility  tnrough  cooperation 
Lth  the  home  dSi-uns  trek  ion  e.gents  end  tice  girls'  duos,  the  mci.nc.-gers  of  the 
diree  leading  railroods  thc^t  tr^r/erse  North  Carolina  and  by  cooperation  with 
outside  markets  in  opening  up  a suitable  market  for  Muscadine  grape  products. 


Pollowing  the  research  session  the  Horticultural  Extension  Program 
was  opened  by  a report  on  "The  Present  Status  of  Horticultural  Extension 
vVork  in  tne  South,  " 'ty  W,  R.  Esa,ttie  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Persons  representing  the  Various  states  were  called  upon  to 
give  brief  reports  of  the  work  being  done  in  their  respective  states.  A 
summary  of  these  reports  will  be  given  at  another  time, 

"The  Publicity  Phiase  of  Horticultural  Extension  Work,"  vv^as  the  title 
of  a very  interesting  paper  ty  Mr.  P,  H.  Jeter,  Agri  cult 'oral  Editor  for  the 
Southern  Pertilieer  Association.  Mr,  Jeter  brought  out  very  clearly  the 
importance  of  so  presenting  extension  material  that  it  may  find  a ready 
acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  grower.  Mr.  Jeter  stated  tnat  the  farmers  of 
the  south  today  do  not  want  fancy  write-uips,  but  that  they  do  want  to  be 
told  in  the  plainest  possible  terms  the  proper  methods  of  doing  things. 

Prof.  G..  C,  Starcher  of  Alabama  gave  a report  upon  the  spread  of  the 
Mexican  bean  beetle  and  called  attention  to  the  relation  of  its  advance  to 
southern  horticult^ore . Prof.  Starcher  reports  tliat  this  beetle  now  covers 
a territci’V  of  about  l6o  miles  in  length  and  6o  miles  in  width  in  Northern 
Ala'oama,  northwestern  Georgia  and  southern  Termiessee.  In  the  vicinity  of 
Birmingham  it  has  absolutely  destroyed  all  garden  beans,  cow  peas  and  Soy 
beans  in  its  path.  Thus  far  no  effective  method  of  poisoning  or  otherwise 
controlling  tne  Deetle  cas  been  found.  The  adult  beetle  is  strong  on  the 
wing  and  it  travels  readily  from  one  field  to  anctner.  Its  spread  is  rapid 
and  present  indications  are  tnat  it  will  prove  the  greatest  menace  of  all 
tne  insects  that  hiave  been  imported  into  this  country.  Reports  show  trat  it 
Can  hicernate  through  a winter  temperature  of  20  degrees  belovv  zero  and  de- 
lights in  a temperat^ore  of  120  degrees  in  the  snade,  Wnere  poison  is  ^ ^ 

applied  the  insects  leave  the  poisoned  plants  and  seek  other  scoi'CcS  of  lood. 


The  "Extension  Problems  of  the  Landscape  Specialist,"  were  revievved 
by  Mr.  H,  vV,  Harvey  of  the  Georgia  College  of  Agricultui’e.  Mr.  Harvey  called 
attention  to  the  methods  being  follov^ed  in  Georgia  wnereby  the  o^nwr  i^  given 
suggestions  for  the  improving  of  his  premises  by  tne  use  of  inexpensive 
simple  ^plantings,  mainly  of  trees  and  shi’UDs  tnat  are  n...tive  to  une  locaxioy. 

Mr.  Harvey  stressed  the  importance  when  listing  trees  or  srm'ubs  ox  gj.ving 
both  the  scientific  and  common  naimes  so  that  the  prospective  purenaser  would 
be  enaoled  to  identify  a common  one  when  he  saw  it  listed  in  the  cal-axogue. 

"Orchard  Renovation  Projects  in  Kentucky,  " .vcre  discussed  oy  Mr.  H,  R, 
Nis  wronger  of  tne  Kentucky  College.  Mr.  Nis/vonger  descrioed  the  met  nods  tnat 
are  followed  in  Kentucky  in  putting  on  pruning,  spraying  and  otner  lines  of 
extension  work  connected  with  the  improvement  of  neglected  orcharas. 


"Under  "Report  of  Corniimittee  on  Horti  cult  ■’oral  Extension,"  the  work 
of  the  past  year  was  reviewed  and  progress  ncted.  The  outstanding  extension 
problems  are  orchard  renovation  incjuding  pruning,  spraying,  cultivation 
and  fertilizing,  the  planting  rand  care  of  hone  fruit  orchards,  the  planting 
of  many  small  commercial  orchards,  the  grovving,  storage  and  marketing  of 
sweet  potatoes  end  the  landscape  improvement  of  farm  homes,  schools,  churenes 
and  public  grounds.  Vvork  witii  nut  bearing  trees  and  citrus  fruits  are  also 
included  in  a number  of  the  states.  The  "Comiiittee  on.  Extensio?!  Wor.x  in

ON  EXTENSION  v^ORK  IN  HORTICULTURE- 


Yo^x  Co..adttee  on  Extension  Work  in  Hortioultuxe  oeg  to  suomt  the 
Tolicwir.g  '.rERort  .rocosLendations  . 

All  o-  tre  IS  scutnern  stc-uss  are  now  doing  deiinite  hortic-olt'oral 
. vVn'-r  rro-ect  agreements-  Specialists  are  enigioyed  to  nead 

Xr^orrireRry'stie  Nth  the  exception  of  Florida.  Extension  work  in 
Nit  S tL  st.tL  is  limited  to  tne  localities  where  a request  lor  work 
N es  ei-  h-  direct  from  the  people  or  from  the  county  agent  or  home  demon- 
NNRoNagent  as  the  representative  of  the  people.  Since  the  xnauguratron 
N'  the  women's  work,  there  has  been  a constantly  growing  demand  lor  work 
that  pertains  to  the  icprovement  of  conaitions  around  the  nou^e. 


At  present  the  s.veet  potato  is  the  most  universal  horticultural 
croc  of  the  South  receiving  attention  by  the  horticultural  extension  forces. 
Home  orchards  and  home  gardens  are  next  in  order  of  importance.  Dependent 
upon  locality  and  cliriatic  conditions,  the  xollo^ving  crops  ctre  receiving 
special  attention:  Apples,  peacnes,  M^iscadine  grapes,,  pecans,  citr as  ^fruits, 
small  fruits  and  figs,  Irish  potatoes,  to-iatoes,  ctnd  melons.  Tne  Icindsca-pe 
inprovement  of  farm  homes,  school  grounds  and  public  grounds  is  also  coming 
in  for  attention  in  severo-l  of  tne  states. 


The  importdo-nt  things,  however,  for  us  to  consider  from  the  horit- 
cultural  extension  stcinapoint  ctre  the  contacts  and  methods  used  in  the  con- 
auct  of  txie  horticulxm’ctl  extension  work.  First,  there  must  be  ex  clecj:  under- 
standing between  the  workers  of  cxll  departments  and  divisions  doing  extension 
work  in  hortic-alt ure  as  regcxras  subject  matter  ana  policies.  Fre^Luent  con- 
ferences of  the  workers  sho^ald  be  held  in  oraer  to  form  a cle^r  unaerst^mding 
as  regards  txiese  matters.  It  is  recommended  tn^x  the  closest  cooperation  and 
agreement  exist  betv^een  tiie  various  ai visions,  including  home  econofoics, 
entomological  and  patnologiCal  worxers,  oiia  wnere  prectico.!,  tne  pathological 
and  entomological  work  dealing  with  well-estaOiisned  principles  in  horti- 
cultural practice  should  be  conaucted  eitner  airectly  under  tne  supervision 
of  txie  horticultural  leader  or  with  his  thorough  approval.  Second,  it  is 
recommended  that  all  demonstration  work  be  organized  on  a deiinite  project 
basis  and  executed  on  time,  -^ell  in  advance  of  tne  season  so  tnat  the  growers 
may  follow  tne  practices  taught  in  the  demonstrations. 


It  is  further  recommended  that  ail  suDject  and  publicity  matter  used 
in  connection  with  the  extension  work  in  horticulture  and  the  method  oi  ex- 
pression be  deteriiiined  by  tne  nead  of  the  division  or  tne  specialist  in 
charge  of  tne  work  and  it  is  our  belief  tnat  puolicity  material  will  oe  more 
el X active  if  given  personality  and  local  color. 


It  is  furtner  reco-mmenaed  tnat  suitable  records  be  kept  of  aAl  demon- 
stration work  in  order  to  show  results  of  the  work,  keeping  these  records  well 
out  of  the  purely  investigational  field.  In  all  cases  the  fullest  cooperation 
should  exist  between  the  specialist  in  hortic-nltural  extension  and  the  county 
agent  under  whose  direction  the  work  is  being  conducted.  All  demonstrations 
should  be  conducted  under  a definite  project  which  includes  the  grower,  the 
county  agent,  the  extension  specialist,  and  the  horticultural  division  binder 
which  the  work  is  organized.  This  tends  to  safeguard  the  continuity  of  the 
work  and  reduce  the  personal  factor,  making  the  horticultural  division  And  not 
any  particular  individual  tne  source  oi  supervision.  It  is  our  belief  tnat 
the  success  of  any  piece  of  extension  work  is  dependent  upon  the  determination 
of  the  real  problems  involved,  the  so'onaness  of  principle  on  which  the  work  is 
planned  and  conducted,  and  the  degree  of  effectiveness  developed  in  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  demonstration  and  subject  -matter  to  the  peoj^le.  The  final 
iTieasure  of  success  of  any  demonstration  is  the  extent  to  which  me  practice 
demionstrated  is  actually  adopted  and  followed  in  any  comiaurdty.

PROGRESS  RfJrORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
Submitted  cat  tne  Leningron  Meeting. 


Horticult-oTc.!  Extension  Work  in  tne  soutnern  states  been  very 

materially  strengtnened  d-oring  the  p^-st  year  tnrcugh  the  reorganization  of  the 
work  in  a niaraoer  of  the  stcates  &.lso  by  tne  appointment  of  additional,  specical- 
ists  to  Ccorry  on  the  work.  The  principles  Itaid  do.^n  in  tne  report  of  tne  com- 
mittee on  extension  vvork  in  horticulture  IdSt  year  n&.ve  served  as  ^ 


the  vvorkers  and  tne  reports  iijade  this  ye^r  indicate  nnrked  progress  both  in 
methods  and  scope  of  activity. 


Especial  progress  has  Seen  made  in  the  development  of  the  fruit  in- 
dustry of  the  Piedmont  section  and  in  east  Texc^s.  The  citrus  industry  of 
Florida  and  southern  AlaOama  has  couie  in  for  a share  of  extension  vvork,  while 
the  development  ox  tne  sceet  potato  industry  haS  mcode  remccrkable  progress. 

The  usual  attention  rm.s  been  given  to  txie  promotion  of  home  gardens,  ooth  on 
icarriiS  and  aiXiong  industrial  workers  in  :iiill  tov^ns  and  cities.  A remarkable 
interest  is  shovun  in  the  planting  and  care  of  home  fr'di.t  gardens.  Extension 
work  in  connection  with  the  production  and  uses  of  Mnscadine  grapes  in  the 
Atlantic  Coast  &.nd  Gulf  States  has  been  given  especial  attention  by  home  demon- 
stration and  club  leaders. 


Among  the  important  changes  in  personnel  are  tne  appointment  of  Prof. 

T.  C.  Johnson,  Director  of  the  Yir^inic^  Timck  Experiment  Station  at  Eorxolx, 
as  Head  of  the  Vegetaole  Garden  Work  of  tne  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  at 
Blacksburg.  Prof.  Johnson  will  continue  in  charge  of  txie  Truck  Experiment 
Station  but  direct  tne  policy  and  extension  activities  in  vegetable  lines 
for  the  college.  Prof.  J.  H.  Gourley,  formerly  of'  New  Hanpshire,  nas  oeen 
appointed  Head  ox”  the  Horticultural  Division  oi”  tne  West  Virginia  College  of 
Agriculture  at  Morganto^m.  Prof.  P.  H.  Rons,  who  lor  years  has  oeen  a dis- 
tinct leader  in  tne  horticultural  work  of  Florida  ha.s  resigned  nis  position 
as  Director  oi  Extension  and  been  succeeded  oy  Dr.  Willmon  Newell,  ivir . Pa^xl 
T.  Schooley  oi  tne  Extension  Division  in  North  Carolina  has  resigned  to  accept 
work  in  comuiercial  aines.  Mx* , onarles  S,  Dearing,  formerly  of  tne  Federal 
Department,  in  cnarge  oi  tne  fuscadine  grape  .■vonx  at  Willard,  North  Carolina, 
nas  oeen  eii^loyed  jointly  by  tne  State  Department  of  Agriculture  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  Un?.ted  States  .Oepartmvint  of  Agriculture  and  will  continue 
the  work  at  Willard.  E.  Miller,  funuerly  with  tne  Departn-ent  and  de- 

tailed to  the  Pe  Dee  ouo-Statio.x  xxt  Ixorence,  South  Carolina,  nas  accepted  a 
_t.osition  in  charge  of  xie^d  stations  lor  txie  North  Carolina  State  Department 
of  Agricdlture.  mr . K.  C.  .'estover.  Extension  Horticulturist  in  Kentucky  has 
gone  to  the  Horti  cult 'oral  Dapartmient  ox  tne  West  "Virginia  College.  These  are 
a few  of  the  cnanges  tnat  have  taxen  place  during  the  year,  "but  there  seems  to 
be  a more  settled  condition  aS  regx^rds  tne  personnel  ox”  tne  ex^tension  i^orces 
in  the  southern  states. 


We  have  in  the  southern  group  of  states  somie  of  the  cest  examples  of 
good  organization  for  horticult^iral  extension  work.  Unf ortunately  some  of  the 


workers  .re  co.iiFellsd  to  give  r^rt  of  their  tir.e  to  other  lines  of  ,;ork  but 
Wherever  the  specidists  are  devoting  thdr  entire  time  to  tneir  p-rtiod^r 
br=--oh  of  extension  -vork  they  =.re  securing  narked  results.  Tne  defland  for 
orTwork  on  tne  purt  of  oouity  .gents  .nd  loci  org.nictions  is  oeoonang^ 
-rscbter,  in  iVct , it  is  new  nscess^ry  for  ^ the  specicblists  ^ to  restrict  their 
activities  to  tne  already  orgo^nized  comities  ctnd  communities. 


Orchard  renov cation  c^nd  ujctnngement  is  decoding  in  tne  .uc^tter  of  re- 
quests for  assisWnce.  Sweet  potato  storing  cxnd  mo.rneting  problems  still 
continue  to  demetnd  the  etttention  of  the  specio-lists  in  c^t  lectst  J of  tne 
southern  st.=.tes.  In  view  of  tne  icct  tr^t  tnis  group  of  states  proauces 
ctbout  SO^  of  tne  s-^eet  potatoes  grown  in  tne  comitry  c^na  iimornets  only  aoout 
20^,  is  sufficient  justification  for  pusning  this  line  of  work.  The  grec^t 
field  of  siD^ll  fruit  culture  c^nd  truck  growing  of  the  Gulf  and  Atlcuitic 
States  remains  almost  untouched  from  an  extension  standpoint.  It  is  true 
that  the  large  com-uercial  interests  have  not  in  the  pc,st  iiade  demands  upon 
the  extension  organizations,  hit  tney  are  now  beginning  to  see  the  advantages 
of  the  vvork  and  are  ctsking  for  c.ssistance. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  horticultural  crops  in  connection 
with  the  (X/nduct  uf  club  work,  it  is  recommended  tnat  horticultural  special- 
ists give  more  attention  to  this  branch  of  the  work  in  the  future.  Among 
the  phases  of  horticultural  work  that  are  especially  adapted  to  club  activities 
are  apple,  peach,  and  citrus  fruit  clubs,  small  fruit  clubs,  including  straw- 
berries, blackberries,  dewberries  and  grapes,  sweet  potato  clubs  and  early 
and  late  Irish  potato  duos. 


Another  feature  of  the  .»ork  that  haS  gained  in  faVor  during  the  past 
year,  especially  with  the  home  demonstration  agents,  is  tnat  of  farnstead 
inprovement . Cooperative  work  of  this  character,  part  in  which  has  been 
taken  by  the  Federal  Department  has  been  established  in  9 southern  states, 
the  plan  being  to  place  2 type  demonstrations  in  each  state,  these  to  serve 
as  a guide  for  the  home  demonstration  workers  of  the  state.  In  view  of  the 
inportance  of  improving  the  living  conditions  of  our  southern  people,  it  is 
only  fitting  and  proper  that  extension  horticulturists  should  give  their  best 
efforts  to  the  promotion  of  this  work. 


CONFEEENCE  OF  EXTENSION  WORKERS  AT  SPRINGFIELD,  mSSACHUSETTS . 

Prof.  Close  joas  just  ret'orned  from  a conference  of  extension  worners 
of  the  10  northeastern  states  neld  at  Springiield,  iViassacnusetts , February 
23  to  25,  inclusive.  Extension  specialists  in  fruit  growing  and  miarmeting 
were  invited  to  attend  this  conference  and  a special  fruit  section. of  the 
conference  was  organized.  Organization  methoas  and  lines  of  work  were  given 
primary  consideration  rather  than  subject-matter.  A comiidttee  which  was 
appointed  to  summarize  the  proceedings  of  the  section  on  fruit  growing  riade 
the  following  report. 


COI'/IMITTEE  REPORT  - FRUIT  SECTION 
1.  Session  on  Organization. 

It  is  agreed  that  in  general  the  county  farm  bureau  must  be  the  agency 
through  which,  tne  specialist  will  find  the  major  part  of  his  employment . This 
is  the  logical  source  of  opport'onity  for  his  work. 

Programs  should  be  built  and  tne  division  of  time  of  the  specialist 
arrived  at  by  a conference  of  county  agents  and  specialists  preferably  neld 
at  the  college  of  agriculture  soimetim-e  during  the  1 te  fall  or  early  winter. 
Later  regional  conferences  should  be  held  by  specialist  and  farm  bureau  wor  ers 
interested  in  certain  phases  of  the  ^vork. 

It  is  impossible  and  impracticable  to  lay  down  hard  and  fast  rules  for 
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In  some  states  the  Oc^sis  for  scheduling  specialists  is  the  requests  of 
the  county  agents.  It  seems  likely  that  oke  stages  may  come  to  this  riiv^thod. 
The  specialist  snould  be  a teacner  ox  co'anty  agents  and  others  wlno  may  develop 
into  comauriity  project  lec^uers. 
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COIkdjFITY  PRUNING  kND  SFRi'YING  CLUES 


Cooperative  spre^ying  c?.sscci..kions  or  cooperative  pkining  associations 
-■/Ould  agpear  to  be  a practic^.-l  '.vay  to  ho-nule  tne  cvCple  gro-wing  probia.uS  ol 
she  small  larm  orcharas.  TMs  sbO'jJ-d  be  crgc.nized  by  first  detc^rmining  wnat 
community  in  tne  state  could  best  nemole  tnis  proposition;  that  is,  what 
coneminity  haS  tne  oest  lay  out  ol  such  orenarus,  togetnor  with  a good  county 
agent.  Have  a meeting  ox  tne  farmers  concerned  Calling  tne  state  subject- 
matter  Sjpecialist  to  show  tne  oenefits  to  be  derived  from  proper  spraying. 
Then  perfect  an  organization  right  at  tnis  same  first  meeting,  elect  ofiicers 
or  directors  and  either  elect  or  aj^point  a secretary.  Since  this  secretary 
will  be  in  efiact  tne  Sianager  oi  tne  orgciiization,  he  should  be  selected  with 
care.  He  will  buy  the  spray  outfit,  spray  mat er it.! s,  etc.,  and  attend  to 
the  carrying  out  of  the  spray  schedule. 

It  may  work  out  to  be  a setter  plan  to  enpdoy  a manager  or  foreman 
paying  him  day  vta^es  dxA  looking  to  hiii  lor  the  eiiiciency  of  mechmiical 
manipulation  of  the  schedule,  Rr'ining  would  come  as  a natural  outgrowth  of 
a spray  campaign.  iVkirkating  will  lollow  in  its  nat'oral  course, 

3.  COCPSRITION  wITK  HOME  DEM0NSTR.:TI0N  AGENTS. 

It  would  appear  that  opportunity  exiiits  for  much  greater  cooperation 
between  fruit  specialists  and  home  demonstration  agsnts.  The  home  demon- 
stration agent  undcuotedly  reaches  a much  greater  number  of  people  than  the 
county  agricultural  agent.  She  would  be  a good  agency  for  distribution  of 
infcrmkticn  on  the  best  time  to  buy  and  the  best  'way  to  use  certain  Varieties 
of  fruits.  It  should  oe  possiole  for  the  fruit  specialist  to  give  the  home 
demonstration  agent  accurate  inforriution  on  'what  are  the  best  varieties  of 
given  fruits  to  produce  the  oest  mjaiiuf actured  prcuucts.  The  fruit  specialist 
mi^nt  be  able  to  help  the  nome  demonstration  agent  in  her  Calls  for  assistance 
along  the  line  of  decorative  plantings  about  the  farm  home. 

4.  COOPERATIVE  WITH  CLUB  AGENTS. 

Eruit  clubs  in  tne  junior  extension  work  are  especially  Valuable  in 
the  more  closely  settled  sections  of  our  states.  These  will  need  speciiic 
directions  at  tne  start  anu  Careiul  supervii^ion  oy  tne  specialist  or  by  tis 
club  leauer  wno  happens  to  be  very  well  gruan^^ed  in  iruit  work, 

Apple  tree"  clubs  appear  to  oe  ratrmr  impracticable  because  tne  “trees 
are  too  big  and  the  toys  tv.o  squall."  It  would  probably  oe  best  to  urge  small 
fruit  duos  rat  ho  r tnan  tree  fruit  duos. 

3.  ROABSIOS  MARRET3. 


Roadsiue  markets  have  had  a trexienuous  growth  in  the  last  three  or 
four  years,  in  mkny  sections  of  tne  eastern  states.  They  naVe  a wonuerid 
future  if  tnose  in  charge  will  give  tne  puolic  a smm.vre  aecf. . The  specialists 
should  ur£,e  upon  tne  producers  and  otners  wno  may  oe  operating  these  markets 
tne  aVoidv^nce  of  over cnarging  and  misrepresentation  oi  product.  If  Care  is  not 
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These  asbcciations  for  ehe  gTcicing,  packing  and  irarketing  of  apples  ^ 
should  be  encorccegci  in  couiunities  or  Icccxiities  producing  certaxn  ^varieties 
QX  fruit  in  sufii-iient  puc^iitity  to  -'varrci.nt  car-lct  shipmeiiG . In  orgcinxzing^ 
these  asscciuticns  Caue  uust  oe  exercised,  in  ihe  selection  of  the  organization 
comiidttee  and  especicjfly  in  tne  seiecbiLn  of  tne  secretary  or  /ranager.  ^ 
Membership  in  the  c-.s  so  election  should  be  aependent  on  thiTee  elements;  (1)  ihe 
huian  element,  tha.t  is,  tne  sort  cl  man  tne  proposed  memoer  is;  (2)  The  vol- 
ume of  Dusiness;  (3)  Froo.uction  ox  fruit  of  'oniform  QUc^lity« 


It  is  esssiiti::^!  that  the  member siiip  be  not  too  serious  for  proiits 
the  first  year.  They  must  be  edo-Cc^teQ.  t.o  hc<-ve  conf^.cience  in  the  management. 
These  associations  are  long  time  projects. 

7 . ShLLIka  AT  THE  OECbABD  AT  EETAIL  . 

This  ha.s  been  successf'mi.  in  -tmny  instances.  The  prices  charged  have 
generc^lly  been  eoua-l  to  the  wholesc^le  .rarxet  in  the  nearest  distributing 
center.  It  seems  probe. e3e  that  a liarket  for  a consiueraole  amo^lnt  of  fruit 
can  be  built  up  by  sendi.ng  fro.T  tlce  producing  sections  into  villages  that 
do  not  produce  any  fruit  of  truck  loans  for  sale  at  retail.  This  would  of 
course  need  be  handled  rather  carefully/,  out  should  develop  into  an  eiiicient 
di s tri outing  agency . 

It  is  the  general  sentiment  of  the  fruit  specialists  representing  the 
ten  northern  and,  easter:--  stetes  thau  tne  outstanding  feature  of  fruit  develop- 
ment upon  whicn  they  can  ’inite  is  better  general  quality  of  eastern  grown 
fruits.  This  effort  to  be  directed  toward  the  growing  of  better  duality 
varieties  and  the  promotion  of  su.c.h  methods  of  growing,  liarvesting,  standard- 
izing and  distributing  fruits  as  will  tend  to  place  them  in  the  hands  of  con- 
sumers in  a more  attractive  ar.d  edible  condition.  It  is  believed  that  such 
practices  will  result  in  increased  consumption  and  promote  confidence  and 
satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  consumer. 


MCATION  CONEE’RENCE. 

Mr.  George  P.  Hoff.ran,  Extension  Hor ticoltuT’ist , Clemson  College, 
S.  C.  is  responsible  for  the  suggestion  th^t  tne  fruit  and  vegetdble 
specialists  of  tne  ten  southeastern  states  get  together  for  a.  vacation 
pe.ciod  of  a 'week  or  ten  duys  curing  the  month  of  July  ana  that  d'lring 
ucis  perioa  a.Dout  five  conference  sessions  on  extension  methods  be  neld. 
J'.onolk,  Va.  has  been  selected  as  a suitable  place  for  such  get  together 
and  Proi.  T.  C.  Johnson,  Director  of  the  Va.  Trucx  Exp.  Station  haS  ex- 
tended tne  facilities  of  the  Station  for  the  conference  part  of  the  meet. 

Arrangements  will  be  maue  for  accommedat io.ns  at  Virginia  Be.ach 
where  there  is  excellent  'bathing,  good  food  and  plenty  of  evening  enter- 
tainmient.  The  cost  of  room  and  meals  at  the  teach  will  be  about  $25.00 
a week  with  batn  house  and  bathing  privileges  thrown  in.  It  will  be  ex- 
pected tkat  tne  married  men  vtill  oring  tneir  ‘-wives  and  those  having  in- 
tentions along  that  i.ine  vvdll  ce  very  properly  chaperoned  while  at  the 
beach.  We  want  to  hear  from  tne  extension  workers  of  the  southeastern 
states  right  away  so  that  tx'.s  plan  Can  ce  ccns''jii:ated.  We  believe  this  is 
a good  move. 
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
